the Books of Martyrs, to be Books of Impoſtors ? But theſe are 
me of the many Ingenious and Candid. Inferences , 
wherewith yours luxuriant Wit and Fancy abounds. But 
though Twill not, .as T told you, ſtand now to examine 
#his Principle 3 1 yet recommend to your mw 
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ſober and calmer thoughts, theſe: following Conſide- 
rations. 


Whether to allow unto men a power to Inſtitute and 
oint ſuch and ſo many Ceremonies, in the Worſhip 
God, as they ſhall judge neceſſary or Convenient for 
the-Decent and orderly performance thereof : Be not to 
open a door, to all the Superſtition, Idolatry and Will- 
worſhip, they, under pretence of Order and Decency, 
ſhall think fit. to introduce into the Worſhip and Service 

of God ? . 

Whether all thoſe Ceremonies removed out of the 
Church by our firſt Reformers, as uſcleſs and burdenſome 
in the Worſhip of God 3 may:not by others of a contra- 
ry perſwalion, who judge them rather to conduce to the 
decent and orderly performance thereof, be as well, re- 
ttored upon theſe pretences, as others of a like nature, 
have upon the ſame pretences, been ever fince continued 
amongſt us? 

And Laſtly, Whether any Judicious Chriſtian, or Ra- 
tional man- can believe, That Jeſus Chriſt who came to 
take away.the yoke and burden of Jewiſh Ceremonies, 
appointed by God himſclf ; ſhould give power unto men, 
to inſtitute in their room, ſuch others as they ſhould 
think good? And yet ſo it muſt be, If the Church have 2 
Power to Inſtitute and Appoint any thing or Ceremony be- 
longing to the Worſhip of God, either as ts Matter, or to 
Manner, beyond the orderly Obſervance of ſuch Circum- 
ſtances, as Chriſt bimſelf bas Inſtituted: For what elſe 
ſhall bound the Wills of any , from running into that 
excels which ſome have done z if they ſhall judge or fan- 
cy their Superſtitious Obſervancesto render the Worſhip 
of God 'more decent ? And then, forſooth, they have a 
Text to warrant them ; Let all :hings be done decently and 
in order. But this Text will neither warrant nor counte- 
nance ſuch Impeſitions or PraQtices : And I wiſh you, 
or any of your Tribe, would give us but one Inſtance of 
the Apofiles, or Primitive Chriſtians for ſome hundreds of 
years after them enjoyning or uſing any one. Ceremony 
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in the Worſhip of God, for the decent and orderly per- 
formance thereof, or having reſpe& unto aty one Cir- 
cumftance- for” 'order' os decency: fake ; beyond the or- 
derly Obſervance of fuch Cirgumftances as neceſſarily at- 
tended fuch Ordinances as Chriſt himſelf had inſtituted : 
and yet I cannot perſwade my elf, but that they very 
well underſtood this Text, and were no leſs careful to do 
their duties 3 which- they did not conceive to.lye in the 
Obſervance of ſach Ceremonies, as are now, by ſome, 
made the only matter of Order and Decency : If there- 
fore there be no-Apoſtolical Precept, nor Practice of the 
Primitive Church to warrant nor countenance, this Prin- 
ciple, which has all the Eyvil Conſequences. before men- 
tioned evidently attending it; The DoRar may poſlibly 
have- more to ſay in- behalf of his Afſertion, than you, 
with all your Abettors , ſhall ever be able to obje& 
againſt it : It may not therefore be guilty of that 
Falſhood , Scdition , Uncharitableneſs, Impudence and 
Pride 3 you too impudently and arrogantly. charge it 
with.
